London, June 27. — Buckingham Palace 
was closed up for the night rather later 
than usual. It is understood, however, 
i hat the King's strength and progress 
are maintained, and it is not anticipated 
that there will be any necessity of issu- 
ing another bulletin before half-past ten 
111 is morning. 

London, June 20.— (Midnight)— Those 
around King Edward continue to bo as- 
tonished at his rapid recovery. The 
slight annoying symptoms mentioned in 
the bulletin issued at 11 o'clock tonight 
are quite inconsequential, compared with 
i lie fact which the Associated Press has 
learned that His Majesty again took 
food tonight and was afterwards allow- 
ed to smoke a cigar. 

Queen Alexandra sat with her hus- 
band all the evening, and only left him 
after he had fallen into peaceful sloop. 
Mention by the King's doctors of the 
case with which food is administered 
to the royal patient nnd of the return 
of pain in the wound can safely ba tak- 
er, as merely an earnest of their con- 
scientious intention to make public the 
slightest adverse symptoms, however 
unimportant. 

The King's courago and good temper 
ire remarkable, and today he personally 
wrote several telegrams and one or two 
notes. 

As evidence of the King's persistent 
refusal to efface himself from his con- 
nection with state affairs and in corro- 
boration of the statement that tho phy- 
sicians are satisfied with their patient's 
condition, the Associated Press learns 
i hat besides personally opening tele- 
grams -Wednesday evening, King Ed- 
ward then insisted upon a final inspec- 
tion of the honor list. There was one 
appointment of considerable importance, 
which had not been definitely decided 
It that time. The King approved this 
lomination and gave the iiiual order to 
the department interested, thus saving 
one of tho recipients of honor from bo- 
vero disappointment. 

Tonight King Edward is hotter In 
every way than he was last night or 
this morning. The return of the pain in 
his wound is not accompanied by any 
appreciable increase of temperature. In 
fact, King Edward's doctors are inclin- 
ed to regard the patient's pain and his 
appetite as healthy symptoms. 

To these hopes of a favorable issue of 
the King's illness, no less an authority 
than the Queen gives encouragement. 
Writing to the Lord Mayor of London, 
•Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, today to thank 
him for his expressions of sympathy of 
the city of London, Queen Alexandra 
says, through her secretary: 

"The Queen rejoices to think that tho 
bulletin of this morning gives a favor- 
able report of the King." 

Following the expressed desiro of the 
Prince of Wales, the" arrangements for 
illuminating the city, which involved the 
costly erection Oi' set pieces for electric 
and gas lights, will be allowed to remain 
and will be utilized "immediately it is 
announced authoritatively that the 
King is out of danger." 

By tin," King's personal desire the roy- 
al pardons of offenders in the army will 
go into effect just '.is if the coronation 
bad occurred. The last intimation suit- 
ably brings to u close the day which 
was to havo been notable in English 
history, nnd which from the viewpoint 
of the public, has passed into that me- 
diocrity which is attached to all things 
that are neither wholly good nor wholly 
bad. 

The most striking feature of Corona- 
tion Day, as it is still called, was the 
universal substitution of services of in- 
tercession for those of Tejoicing. These 
services occurred throughout the coun- 
try and on board the great fleet which 
lies in Portsmouth harbor. Yet even 
these lacked pathetic and dramatic ele- 
ments. In face of today's favorable 
bulletins, tears and litanies are obvious- 
ly out of place. Tho crowds that pack- 
ed the streets of tho metropolis until 
midnight tonight evidently appreciated 
this. They did not "maffick," but there 
was a general sense of rejoicing, which 
even with the most unruly section fail- 
ed to become inordinate. All night long 
the Strand was thronged with crowds 
of people, who usually confine them- 
selves with taking a farewell look at 
the decorations gradually disappearing 
from the front of Buckingham Falnce. 
Only a slim gathering awaited the night 
bulletin, and when that was posted, the 
royal residence, save for a few strag- 
glers, became isolated. 

Inside the palace the members of the 
royal family spent a quiet evening, and 
the number of callers was smaller than 
any night this week. 

With the favorable progress of tho 
King there is much discussion as to how 
the coronation will eventually be effect- 
ed. While nothing has yet been de- 
finitely decided, it appears that King 
Edward is likely to celebrate this event 
very quietly arid with merely the cere- 
mony that attends the opening of par- 
liament. This consists of a drive direct 
to Westminster Abbey, accompanied by 
:i small escort, a speedy return to Buck- 
ingham Palace, and it is rumored that 
no foreign princes or envoys will be spe- 
cially invited for the occasion. Hun- 
dreds of visitors to London, especially 
Americans and people from the country, 
(locked to Westminster Abbey today, 
and until late at night curious and 
rather awe-stricken crowds of spectators 
stood gazing at tho palace where Ed- 
ward VII. should have been crowned.

SATISFACTORY REPORTS. 
London, June 20. — The Duke of Con- 
liiiugbt called at Buckingham palace 
this morning at 9:30 o'clock. Later he 
said: "The news this morning con- 
cerning the King is most encouraging. 
The 'King's pulse and temperature are 
normal and bis condition on the wholl' 
is most satisfactory." 

The improvement in tho King : s condi- 
tion this morning was most marked. 
Everybody in Buckingham Palace is de- 
lighted and high hopes are entertained 
that convalescence will be much more 
speedy than predicted last night. At 
no time has there been any serious sug- 
gestion of the establishment of a re- 
gency. The most that was done was in 
the way oi pure speculation— a sugges- 
tion that the Prince of Wales might 
act for his father, as King Edward, 
ivheu Prince of Wales, frequently did 
for Queen Victoria, particularly during 
her last illness, but without his having 
formally been appointed regent. 

Tho good news given out by the Duke 
of Conuaught at Buckingham I'alnce be- 
fore the doctors' morning consultation, 
t>nd "which the subsequent official bul- 
letin completely confirmed, occasioned 
the liveliest satisfaction to all persons 
collected at the (Palace, the Mansion 
House, and elsewhere, awaiting tidings 
from the sick chamber. The absence of 
ambiguity in the language of the medi- 
cal 'bulletin, which, unlike previous 
statements, has no qualifying phrases, 
has done much to restore confidence iu 
tho public mind in regard to the out- 
come of the King's illness. 

King Edward saw several members of 
his family in the course of the morning. 
The Queen remained at the palace, but 
the Princess Victoria drove out this 
morning. ■ 

In tnost of the churches throughout 
the land today the services which wove 
to commemorate the coronation of King j 
Edward are taking place in the changed j 
form of intercessory services. 

At the hour when the King should 
have been crowned, a great, and distin- 
guished gathering, almost identical with 
that which would have sat in Westmin- 
ster Abbey, gathered in St. Paul's cath- 
dral. The approaches to the cathedral 
were lined by silent . throngs, through 
which drove peers and peeresses, colon- 
ial premiers, foreign envoys, ambassa- 
dors and members of the House of 
Commons, all in sombre clothes. In the 
chancel were Joseph II. Chonte, United 
States ambassador: Whitelaw Reid, spe- 
cial ambassador of the United States to 
the coronation; ,T. Pierpont Morgan, jr., 
nnd leading members of the nobility. In 
the nave about a thousand of the West- 
minster Abbey ticket holders, mainly 
women, were seated. 

Shortly before noon the big western 
loors were sprung open, sunlight stream- 
ed in, and the Duke of Cambridge, lean- 
heavily on tho arm of an equerry, 
walked to tho chancel. As 12 o'clock 
truck there arose from the far end of 
the nave the clear notes of the opening 
sentences of the litany, chanted by four 
of the cathedral clergy. Their' tones 
were in such unison that they seemed 
to emanate; from one powerful voice. 
The choir took up the responses. At tic 
upplication, the procession, headed by 
he cross, advanced a few steps and 
then stood still until the response was 
ompleted. Through the kneeling 1 con- 
Tcgation the choir advanced to the 
chancel steps. More of the clergy fol- 
lowed and behind them were 10 bishops 
in gorgeous robes. Then came the 
Archbishop of York, the Most Rev. Wil- 
liam Dnlymple McLagan; the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the Most Rev. 
Frederick Temple; and the Lord Mayor, 
Sir Joseph C. Dimsdale, the corporation 
in full state bringing up in the rear. 

With evident feeling the choir sang 
the three Psalms of intercession, after 
which the Bishop of Stepney, the Right 
Rev. Cosmos Gordon Lang, read the les- 
son, Isaiah, chapter :>S, verse 10: "I 
said in the cutting off of my <]nys, I 
shall go to the gates of the grave; I am 
deprived of the- residue of my years." 

The Bishop of London, the Right Rev. 
Arthur F. W. Ingram, from the altar 
steps, read the prayers. "O Lord, savo 
the King," rang out to the furthest re- 
cess of the dome and brought a whole- 
souled response from the choir and the 
congregation. 

The anthem and the singing of the 
hymn, "Thine arm, O Lord, iu days of 
old was strong to heal and save," and 
Psalm 51, concluded the short service, 
whereupon the .Bishop of London, stir- 
rounded by the archbishops ami bishops, 
from the altar steps impressively pro- 
nounced the benediction. 

For a few moments complete silence 
reigned nnd all heads were bowed in 
prayer, after which the almost blind 
Archbishop of Canterbury was carefully 
led down the steps, the procession re- 
formed and the congregation went out 
into the sunlight, gladly discussing the 
wording of the latest bulletin from 
Buckingham Palace. 

Simultaneously a similar service was 
conducted at. St. Margaret's church, 
Westminster. It was largely attend- 
ed by cabinet minsters, peers and mem- 
bers of the House of Commons, and 
was concluded with singing "Cod Save 
the King." 

Prom India. Australia and Africa, 
everywhere where Britons congregated, 
telegrams announce the holding of the 
impressive supplicatory services.

TELEGRAPH FIGHT. 

Postal Ousts Western Union From 
Pennsylvania Railway. 

'Philadelphia, Pa., June 20— First Vice- 
President John F. Green, of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad today confirmed the state- 
ment that the directors of the company 
at their meeting yesterday approved of 
the agreement whereby tho Postal Tele- 
graph company will control the- tele- 
graph service of the lines of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad east of Pittsburg, and 
Erie, for 15 years beginning Decembei' 
1 next. Capt. Green said that it now 
remains for the directors of the Postal 
Telegraph company to ratify the con- 
tract. He further stated that' as soon 
as the present contract between the 
Pennsylvania railroad and the AVestern 
Union Telegraph company affecting the 
lilies west of Pittsburg and Erie expired, 
a contract will be made with the Postal 
company similar to the one approved yes- 
terday. It is said the contract for the 
AVestern lines will not expire for sev- 
eral years. The Eastern contract has 
already expired, and the Western Union 
company has been given six months 
time from July 1 within which to re- 
move its poh-s and wires from the rail- 
road company's property. 

•AV. R. Baker, vice-president nnd gen- 
eral manager of the Postal Telegraph 
company, confirmed today the report 
that a contract between thnt company 
and the Pennsylvania road had been 
agreed upon. He declined to discuss the 
financial part of the contract, but said 
he considered the arrangement -an ex- 
cellent one. both for his- company and 
the railway company. The announce- 
ment that 100.000 railroad messages 
were to be transmitted free, nnd the bal- 
ance paid for. is understood to be sub- 
stantially correct. 
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ANOTHER EXCUKSIOX.

Tho Colonial premiers, however, have 
cancelled all public engagements until 
the crisis lit Buckingham Palace is 
passed. 

It. is stated today that the Canadian 
coronation contingent will return to the 
Dominion on July i!. They, of course, 
share in the general disappointment hi 
the city in tho postponement of the 
coronation. 

The Canadian share of coronation hon- 
ors is favorably commented oir, and re- 
cipients of titles now in London are be- 
ing warmly congratulated in Anglo- 
Canadian circles.

Much Life In the Sea But No 
Other Land So Deso- 
late. 



From London Times. 

Nowhere in the world at the level of 
the sen is there in such a short distance 
a difference- in character so great as be- 
tween the Fuegian Islands and the out- 
posts of the Antarctic, the South Shot- 
lauds. Our Swedish expedition had its 
last contact with civilization at Stnten 
Island, a few miles north of Cape Horn, 
-where the Argentine Government hits 
trected a magnetic observatory to co- 
operate with the Antarctic expeditions 
during the year 11)012. This observatory 
heing the base of operations, especially 
fur the work of the Swedish expedition 
in adjoining parts of the Antarctic, we 
had the greatest interest in paying it a 
visit before starting. 

un Jan. G we left the island, obtain- 
ing at the same time our last view for 
a Jong period, of human dwellings, of 
green forests of an almost tropical lux- 
uriance, and vivified by bright colored 
Dower, by parrots and humming birds, 
The weather was the finest possible; 
when passing the notorious fifties south 
from Cape Horn wo had only n light 
wind and almost a smooth sea, and dur- 
ing the whole of our crossing of the 
Drake Strait no ice came in sight. 

What a difference in only live days of 
slow sailing later than this. On the 
morning of the 11th all on board could 
know that we were in a new world. 
The nir was cold, and the water at the 
freezing point, but the land itself was 
hidden by the fog. Suddenly at noon the 
fog lifted, and unveiled to our view in 
its unsurpassed grandeur the first of the 
Antarctic lands to be seen. It was 
King George Island, in tho chain of the 
South Shetlands. 

For years I had tried to arrive in my 
mind at an idea of the general aspect of 
the Antarctic regions, but never had I 
expected to find so far north of the polar 



smooth, totally black buck with the long 
;tail bent straight down, hiding the feet. 
In this clear nir, with only white unci 
black, and with no menus of judging the 
distance, I have often found it difficult 
to make sure if it was a man or pen- 
guin that walked on the snow. Under 
those circumstances how irresistibly 
funny are not all the doings of these 
animals, whether they are walking on 
the snow mid rocks, or standing theru 
talking to one another, or trying with 
clumsy movements to jump up a steep 
slope. When -standing near they irresis- 
tibly remind one of a fat little man ele- 
gantly dressed in black evening coat 
with white waistcoat— Correspondence 
London Times.

But now one feature only is conspicuous. 
Up to the highest summits everything 
is covered with snow and ice. The 
valleys are filled by immense glaciers 
connecting over the ridges with their 
neighbors climbing the summits, and far 
more luxuriant than tho vegetation . of 
tropical forests.. To the East or to the 
West there seems nowhere to be nu out- 
crop of bare rock, aTid only at a few 
places at the edge of the sea are there 
some bold promontories of steep cliffs. 
But all along the Const there are a 
number of rocky islets, often lo_w\ but 
always of tho boldest shape, and, in con 
trnst. with tho main island, those is 
lands are almost always completely free 
from snow. The whole scenery presents 
a type of n glaciated country, such as 
our own was at a remote period, a great 
deal different from Greenland, and prob- 
ably also from the common view on the 
matter. For even in the furthest North 
there does not exist a land so over- 
whelmed by the snow as this island, 
situated in the latitude of Dronthcim 
in the North. 

The first impression, then, was one of 
hopeless desolation, and I could not help 
thinking that if this was the first view 
it would not he easy to work for a year 
or perhaps longer still further south. 
Kor many hours there was not a shore 
to be seen where a landing could he 
effected. Only at the extreme west of 
the island was there n strip of low land. 
However, we did not stop there, but 
followed our way to another island, Ned- 
son Island, where the name on the 
chart. Harmony Cove, seemed to intim- 
ate that we should find a favorable land- 
ing, place, 

And it was in fact a nice little place, 
far more inviting than one could ever 
expect after the first view of the land. 
The bare space w,as not very largo, and 
the snow was creeping down on all sides. 
But, notwithstanding this, on all spots 
possible there grew u not too poor veget- 
ation of mosses, lichens, nnd algae of 
many different species, and 1 was at 
every moment wondering whether we 
should not find n grass or even a flower- 
ing plant. On the knolls of moss there 
was a rich life of small insects, and even 
a little beetle, the first ever found ill the 
Antarctic, rewarded the work of the 
i ntomologist. 

But with all this no land in the Arc- 
tic can ever be compare. I with this in 
poverty. On the other hand, on suitable 
places there is life enough, so rich even 
that it seems impossible it could ever be 
surpassed. But this life almost all de- 
pends updn the sen. The dredge and 
the net have unveiled to us a fauna so 
rich in Handlers, so wonderfully varied 
In its forms, that I do not believe it is 
pnrrallcled in the Arctic and even the 
specialists often stand wondering before 
this new and unexpected life. Not only 
is the surface of the sea crowded by 
shrimps and other lower forms, but rhere 
also exists a richness of fish, som«i of 
which would probably in other parts of 
the world give rise to a great industry. 
Now. all these animals in there turn 
provide food for other larger and higher 
forms. Nowhere else are the swarms 
of whales, some of them among the 
largest of their kind, nearly so numerous 
as here. Even the seals are crowded 
along every cotist, and everywhere in 
the ice-pack. On the shore where we 
landed they were counted in hundreds, 
and they -were so tame that they al- 
lowed themselves to be scratched on the 
neck and back. 

But the most typical representative of 
the Antarctic regions, the one that by 
far outdistances the others in interest 
for the passing traveler, is not to he 
found among those animals. When ap- 
proaching the shore you will be met by 
swarms of an anynal that would hardly 
be recognized by anyone who did not 
know it before. Necessarily you will 
think of the flying fish when you see a 
long line of black spool-formed beings, 
with two fin-like appendices, throwing 
themselves high out of the water, only 
lo come down again and continue their 
(light below its surface. Still greater is 
the likeness to a porpoise, nnd only if 
you feel sure that it is neither a fish nor 
a mammal you will fall hack to the 
birds and recall one of their most pecul- 
iar classes— the penguins. 

No birds an? so much at home in the 
water as the penguins, but it is not there 
that they awake tho highest interest. 
Thousands of penguins breed on Nelson 
Island, hut notwithstanding this that is 
not one of the best places to study their 
life. What will ever make the pen- 
guins so comic nnd so irresistibly at- 
tractive is their striking resemblance to 
a caricature of num. In this way they 
are only surpassed by the monkeys. 
Their upright position when wnlking. of 
course, is the principal factor to this; 
but the whole shape of the body con- 
tributes to tho impression, which is con- 
firmed by their method of walking, '.heir

WATER HATES. 

.Sir, — Most of your remarks re water rates 
meet my full approval, tout )r' Object to 
your statement made on tflie 2oth lust, that 
"you 'believe the water question would be 
satisfactorily solved by tlie metre system, 
ere." To Import carloads of meters and 
place one opposite every dwelling wou'd 
not add to the value of the water system. 
I The eost of meters, the subsequent cost of 
1 settling aud of malnU'iiaiice, the cost of 
numerous meter trotters to read the same 
monthly, would be no material advantage 
| to consumers. While it poor man would be 
I willing to pay, say SI a month for water, 
' he would naturally object to pay 23 per 
nt addPtonal for the questionable prlvi'- 
Jt measured. The water- 
works are a valuable 'asset to the city, but 
citizens should not be charged excessively 
for water, because in their construction 
money was blunderingly lavished. Water, 
one of God's free gifts, should be supplied 
as abundantly and Inexpensively as the cost 
of drawing It from source of supply will 
admit. There is abundant water In E'k 
lake for the use of a city live times the size 
of Victoria. By all means, then, lot us 
liave ail the water we require. (Meters are 
foreign to the subject; attach them and we 
shall discover many of our green lawns lose 
their attractiveness, and the once "pretty" 
Vlsctorla become a commonplace town. I 
may mention, that It was never contemplat- 
ed, and it should not be now contemplated 
To charge a "frontal tax" for water. When 
water was laid in front of a vacant lot It 
was with a full understanding that some 
dwelling beyond It should Ibfi supplied. 
Water In front of a vacant lot does not odd 
to the value of that lot, for the simple rea- 
son Unit any citizen knows tie can have 
the water laid on anywhere. True, there 
are absentee landowners, who bleed the 
place, hut to get nt tlhoso It would be man- 
ifestly unfair to Impose an extra load on 
our own residents, who are unfortunate 
enough to own vacant lots, nnd who ore 
•In the anomalous position of supporting 
■those lands Instead of deriving any income 
from them. The' city treasurer can tell 
you of parties whose vacant lands have 
been wrenched from them for taxes, not- 
withstanding the fact that such lands were 
Improved (?)>by having the water main pass 
lu from of them. No buyer could be found 
to appreciate the privilege. The city is 
yearly deriving a gooil Income from taxes 
on vacant lands, assessed 'beyond their 
market value. That should suffice till 
times Improve. HUDOIt.

Irving alleges that in 1000 Col. Hayes 
came to him anil said that lie had an 
option on 10,000 shares in the Nahmint 
Mining company, which expired on Au- 
gust 1 of that year, the shares being 
owned by parties in Portland. Not hav- 
ing the amount of money required at, 
the time he asked 'Col, Hayes to en- | 
deavor to have the option extended for 
a month, and this was done, $1,000 be- . 
ing paid down to bind the bargain. At '

"•epresenttitive of tlie Government of 
New Zealand, was in Toronto recently, 
en route to Japan. Mr. Oow, who is 
an official of the Department of Indus- 
tries and Commerce in New Zealand, 
has spent seine months in Australia, 
South Africa and Great Britain investi- 
gating and reporting on the best meth- 
ods for the development of Trade. 
Asked whether there was any chance 
that New Zealand would enter the 
Australian Federation in the near fut- 
ure, Mr. Cow stated that the possibility 
was very remote. Some time ago the 
11111 1 ter was thoroughly canvassed by a 
commission on both the Northern and 
Southern Islands, which constitute the 
knots I colony, and the decision reached was 
that New Zealand should paddle her 
own canoe, for the present. (Producing, 
as she does, largely tjic same class of 
exports as those of Australia, New 
Zealand litis found herself rather shut 
out of the markets near at hand, and 
has therefore struck out to find markets 
abroad. 'After some investigations in 
Melbourne and Sydney, T went to 
South Africa in November last,' said 
Mr. flow. 'I visited Durban, Port 
Elizabeth and Capetown, and went as 
far into the affecten country ns Johan- 
nesburg. The result convinced me that 
there was a market for New Zealand 
products in Smith Africa, and I reported 
in favor of subsidizing a direct line of 
freight steamers between our ports nnd 
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sidized such a line to the extent 
i'llO.OOO ($150,000) per annum. 

•It seems to me that there should be 
a market for all the greater coiicerus in 
South Africa: our exports are ',11 a large 
measure the same as those of Canada — 
butter, cheese, mutton and utiie,- agri- 
cultural products. The Anierii tins are 
already there, and are getting a large 
slice of the trade, and the colonies must 
act at once if they ore going to get their 
share. 

'I find that in South Africa the mer- 
chants generally are anxious to give the 
preference to their sister colonies. They 
are very grateful for the blood they 
have shed in South Africa, and anxious 
to reciprocate in a practical 111 miner. 
This sentiment is much stronger in Na- 
lal and Cape Colony than in England. 

'After leaving tlie Cape I spent: some 
time in Great Britain, ami visited all 
the leading commercial centres looking 
for trade opportunities. I found there 
a latent protectionist spirit, some little 
sentiment in favor of a preference to 
tlie colonies which only requires educat- 
ing to bring forth results. The feeling 
or the people of New Zealand is that, 
after the sacrifice by the colonies for 
lie empire in the South African war, 
they should receive some consideration 
over the foreign nations, which have 
maintained 11 veiled hostility throughout 
the war. 

It is necessary for the colonies to 
press their claims now; and this applies 
to Canada as much as to New Zealand. 
I learned wrile in England of a move 
on the pari of Russia which may vit- 
illy effect Canada, and of which Canad- 
ians are perhaps unaware. Russia is 
making strong efforts to develop the 
butter and cheese industries in Siberia, 
and for the purpose of .placing these pro- 
ducts on the English market has recent- 
ly subsidized a line of steamers from 
Riga, the Russian port on the Baltic, 
to England to the extent of X'JO.OOO 
!.*10Q,000) per annum, and is spending 
£8,000 (?40,000) per annum in aiding 
the transportation of these products 
overland in Russia. At present the 
quality of Russian products is not first 
grade, but the government is taking t 
steps to improve the product.

The feeling of stupefaction and in- 
credulity which had marked the fore- 
noon of Tuesday and which later in the 
day grew to' one of expectation of the 
■worst, had yesterday been replaced to 
a very marked degree by one of a more 
hopeful nature, this being due very 
largely to the fondly cherished solace 
lliat where thert! is life there is hope, 
and also no doubt to the more reassur- 
ing bulletins of the physicians in at- 
tendance upon His Majesty. 

At 11 a.m. a union service of nil the 
Presbyterian congregations of the city 
•was held in First Presbyterian church, 
lo intercede with the King of Kings 
for the recovery of King Edward VII. 
Dr. Campbell presided and gave an ap- 
propriate address of about 15 minutes, 
taking for his text the words of the 
Prophet Amos— 8th chap., 10th verse— "1 
will turn your rejoicing into mourning." 
He dealt with the over-ruling provi- 
dence of God; the sorrow of the Em- 
pire; the sympathy of the world; and 
the power of intercessory prayer. Rev. 
I). MncRnc read Isaiah, 38th chap. ltev. 
■W. L. Clay and Uev, A. I'rasei led in 
prayers of much earnestness. Appro- 
priate hymns -were sung, and the ser- 
vice was closed with the .singing of the 
National Anthem. The whole service, 
which was within an hour's duration, 
was from start to finish of an exceed- 
ingly solemn and impressive character. 

A service was held in Christ Church 
cathedral, "when the special litany was 
read and prayers offered up for the re- 
covery of the King. The Bishop of 
Columbia, Canon Beanlauds and the 
Iters. I\V. D. Barber, W. Baugh Allen 
and John Grundy took part in the ser- 
vice. 

In St. Andrew's It. C. cathedral tho 
coronation services prepared and pro- 
j*\-.y announced last Sunday were can- 
celled and substituted by an interces- 
sory service. His Lordship Bishop 
Orth opened the ceremony by a short 
address to the congregation, referring in 
■feeling terms to the sudden illness of 
His Majesty King Edward. Conclud- 
ing, the Bishop asked his people to he- 
seech the Almighty God to grant to our 
sovereign speedy recovery and invigor- 
ated health, to the royal family, 
'•Heaven's choicest benedictions, and to 
the nation sweetest consolations. 

At the Church of Our Lord (Reform- 
ed Episcopal) Rt. Uev. Bishop Cridge 
and ReV. H. J. Woods olllcintcd, 

Impressivo in its simplicity and spon- 
taniety was the service of prayer and 
intercession for the restoration to health 
of Mis Majesty held at the parliament 
buildings last evening. Tho square was 
literally packed with men, women and * 
children; and on the terraces and round 
the driveways to the main steps, aud 
tier on tier up theso latter to the plat- 
form on the landing under the portico, 
were packed a dense mass 3f humanity, 
old and young. And all took part in 
the services with an earnestness that 
showed the heart-felt sympathies of the 
people of this out-post of the nation 
were with their King in his hour of suf- 
fering.

Steamer Victoria Will Leave Esquimau 
This Morning. 

Steamer Victoria, which has completed 
her repairs at Esquimalt, leaves tho dry 
dock this morning, bound to sea with her 
cargo of coal from Ladysuiith for Dutch 
harbor. The Victoria struck a pinnacle 
of rock in Trincomali channel, when 
hound to Victoria en route to sea on 
June (i, and was beached at Salt Spring 
Island. It was found that no water 
was entering the hull, 4 ns the steamer 
has a double bottom, and she steamed 
to lEsquiuinlt for repairs. There when 
she was examined by divers it was found 
that serious injuries had been sustained 
and the steamer went into the dry dock, 
being put on tin? blocks without dis- 
charging her cargo. When in the dock 
the coal in her forward hold was taken 
out, and the contract for her repairs' 
awarded to the Esquimalt Marine ICall- 
way company, at a cost of over $15,000.

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CASUALTIES FE'WER THIS YEAR. 

Lloyd's Loss 'Book Shows a Decrease 
Over the Year 1901. 

The reports of casualties on Lloyd's 
Loss Book up to and including May 28, 
show that the disasters at sea for the 
current year have been considerably few- 
er and less serious than for the corres- 
ponding period last year. 

Losses reported lor 1902 include 2. - SS 
sailing vessels and 240 steamers, 'tis 
against 217 sailing vessels and 270 
steamers reported up to .May 2.S. 1901. 
These losses include vessels ashore, 
burnt, sunk or abandoned; vessels ashore 
got off, much damage; vessels sustaining 
loss of any principal mast, and those 
condemned.
